Monday afternoon. 


The doctors have said Stuckw- 


ish, a hospital administrator, 
was dying when he received last 
Tuesday the heart of Clarence 
Nicks, 32, a Houston welder fa- 
tally injured in a tavern fight 
April 23. 


The hospital said Stuckwish's 


condition became critical last 
Thursday but improved Friday 
and on Sunday was serious but 
improving.

Samudio, an architectural and

How prevalent is it? Is it 
malignant?

A— Endometriosis is sus- 


pected when the severity of 
menstrual c r a m p s coupled 
with menstrual irregularity 
gradually increases. The uter- 
us becomes e n l a r g e d and 
just preceding a menstrual 
period it is tender to pressure 
over the pelvis. 


The cause is not known. The 


condition has always existed 
but it was not recognized until 
recent years. Its prevalence 
appears to be i n c r e a s i n g 
chiefly because more doctors 
now consider the possibility of 
its presence than did in earlier 
times. 


Although this is a type of 


tumor it is not malignant. The 
treatment must be individual- 
ized. In many victims the con- 
dition is so mild no treatment 
is required. In some, female 
hormones give relief. In the 
severer cases an operation to 
remove the tumors in the pel- 
vic cavity is necessary. This 
is usually followed by a course 
of treatment with hormones 
for two or three years.

Garbage Strike 
Hits Another 
Southern City 


ST.

(AP) — Once again a large 
Southern city is tangled in a 
strike by garbage men that be* 
gan over money and spread to 
threats of racial boycott and 
charges of outside agitation. 


This time it is the streets of 
the Gulf Coast tourist and retire- 
ment mecca which are redolent 
with 
the stench of garbage 


steaming in the 90-degree aft- 
ernoon sun. There are parallels 
to the recent 65«day strike in 
Memphis. 


When the strike began in this 


city of 181,000 May 6, City Man- 
ager Lynn Andrews fired all 170 
strikers. 


Marvin Davies, the state field 


director of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, threatened Monday 
to boycott downtown businesses 
if the local Chamber of Com- 
merce doesn't back off from 
supporting Andrews' action in 
firing the strikers. 


The city-appointed Communi- 


ty Relations Commission in St. 
Petersburg has urged the city to 
resume talks with strikers here. 


Andrews replied, "This is not 


a racial matter. 
It's a labor 


problem and the Community 
Relations Commission has no 
business getting involved." 


But Andrews also s a i d , "I 


don't think money is really in- 
volved." The city manager out- 
lined what he called a conspira- 
cy of some sort by young mili- 
tants among the predominantly 
Negro garbage men. He said 
some of the people he termed 
agitators were of "the beard 
variety" or linked with the Stu- 
dent
